New York. Aug., 2.—John Norris, 
chairman of the comm itte on paper, 
of the American Newspjaper Pub­ 
lishers Association, has issued a bul­ 
letin relating to. the%tariff on pulp 
and paper, in which he says: 
"In the proposed tariff bill publish­ 
ers have secured the abolition of 
the duty of $1.67 per ton on ground 
wood. 
They obtained a reduction 
from $6 per ton to $3.75 per ton on 
print paper—a saving of approximate­ 
ly $2,700,000 per annum in the cost 
of news print paper to consumers. 
Tile publishers had asked for free 
print paper. 
The select committee 
of the house had recommended $2 per 
ton.
